Generation 1 

1 . Jacob Carter, son of John Carter who was From Greene County Tennessee at Carter's 
Station, Jacob was born between 1755 and 1758, in New Jersey, and died January 24, 1857 in 
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Jefferson Davis Co., MS, burial in Carter Cemetery, Bassfield, Jefferson Co Mississippi, along 
with his wife, Charity. 

Jacob, R1746, NC Line also srv in PA in 1774, appl 5 Oct 1835 Marion Cty MS aged 77, lived in 
Monongalia Cty VA at enlistment. Jacob Carter applied for a Military Pension in 1835 while a 
resident of Marion County, Mississippi. He gave his age as 77, but he was closer to 79. Jacob 
Carter served around 1776 in a MONONGAHELA County, Virginia, militia company whose field 
commander was Lt. Lewis Rogers (Rodgers). The company commander was given variously as 
Capt. Pierpont, Capt. Scott, and Capt. David Owens. 

During their first three-month tour of duty the militia unit under the command of Lt. Rogers 
was marched into southwest Pennsylvania (then claimed by Virginia) to reinforce the Redstone 
fort, located on the Monongahela River at the site of present Brownsville, Pennsylvania. The 
mission of the force was to defend the scattered white settlements that were under attack or at 
least threatened by marauding bands of Shawnee Indians. The accounts of John and David 
Carter give no details of the tour, but Jacob Carter states that the expedition moved to Jacob 
Stradlers Station on Duncan's Creek (which empties into the Monongahela at the side of the 
Redstone fort), and from thence across the river Monongahela about 20 or 25 miles where he 
remained and served during the whole period of three months. . .This expedition to the Redstone 
fort and surrounding area probably took place in the fall of 1776 

On their second three-month tour of duty the three Carter men served under the overall command 
of Capt. David Owens whose house of station, it was generally referred to, was located near 
present Morgantown on the east bank of the Monongahela River. After being mustered in at 
Capt. Owens place, probably in the spring of 1777, the unit appears to have been split up and its 
members sent to several forts or fortified places along the river, the so-called forts were probably 
no more than hastily constructed stockades in which settlers from the surrounding countryside 
could gather in time of danger. 

In his account of his second tour of duty, Jacob Carter stated that he served for three months 
at a fort on station on the west side of the Monongahela opposite Owens Station. David Carter, 
after being mustered in for his second tour, served for some time at Owens Station and was then 
sent with Lt. Rogers unit to serve for a month at Dunkards Station on Dunkards Creek. 

Soon after reaching Surry county, Jacob Carter and John Carter, Jr., sons of the senior John 
Carter, volunteered for duty in the county militia unit commanded by Capt. Salathiel Martin. 

Jacob Carter must have possessed some qualities of leadership and a taste for the military life. 

He was soon commissioned a first lieutenant and appointed second in command to Captain 
Martin. He stated in his pension application that he remained and served for the term of three 
years, a term that ended in 1780 in which year he was mustered out and sent home. However, 
Jacob did not remain out of service for long. In May 1780 the British captured Charleston and, 
under the command of Lord Cornwallis, soon overran nearly the whole of South Carolina, forcing 
General Washington to dispatch an army under Maj. Ge. Horatio Gates to counter the British 
advance. 

Jacob Carter, ardent patriot and good soldier, again entered the service as a volunteer 
under Col. Elijah Isaacs of Wilkes county and marched from Salisbury, North Carolina, to join 
General Gates who had decided upon a night march and surprise attack upon the British 
position at Camden, South Carolina. The American army met a shattering defeat at the hands of 
Cornwallis in August 1780. Few Americans escaped but Gates was among that number, and 
when he finally ended his retreat at Hillsborough, 160 miles to the north, he found himself with 
only about 800 survivors of his southern army. In addition to Jacob Carter, there was at least one 
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other member of the Carter family, David Carter, who suffered the humiliation of the defeat at 
Camden. Lt. Jacob Carter was with Col. Elijah Isaacs force of Wilkes and Surry County men In 
the last year of the Revolution in the South, Carters of the Greene County family were present at 
King's Mountain, although none are known to have been involved in the actual fighting on the 
mountain. Lt. Jacob Carter and Ephraim Carter were in the force pursuing Ferguson, according 
to their pension applications, but both apparently were among the foot soldiers held in reserve at 
Kings Mountain as the mounted riflemen moved forward to the attack. Ephraim, Who was in 
Captain Allen's company in the reserve force, stated that he was taken ill and sent home. Lt. 
Jacob Carter in Col.. Elijah Isaacs outfit joined the fight in mopping-up operations after the victory 
was won. 

In his pension application, Jacob Carter described his services from Kings Mountain to the end 
of the war in these terms: immediately after the battle of the Kings Mountain he was taken 
prisoner by the Tories commanded by Col. Right, that in the commencement of the action he 
received a shot in the forehead which materially injured him -- And that he made his escape by 
taking Parole and returned home. That shortly after he entered the service as a substitute for one 
Peter Sally - Linder the command of Col. Smith commanded by Capt. Right --as first Lieutenant 
of said company we then took up the line of march in order to join Genl-Green at Gillford Court 
house North Carolina that on our arrival at said place the battle being fought the day previous we 
marched by Willmington to the sea cost, where we dispursed a band of Tories and shortly after 
received the news of the capture of Lord Corn Wallis we on receiving the news of said capture 
were verbally discharged and returned home. (The signature of Jacob Carter that followed this 
account was legible, but it was that of a very old man-actually he was nearly eighty years of age. 
The erratic spelling and punctuation must be charged to the county clerk of Marion County, 
Mississippi, who took down Jacob's words.) 

Jacob was a Revolutionary War veteran, having served in both Pennsylvania (1774-1776) and 
North Carolina. He entered the service in In North Carolina in 1777 and served three years under 
Captain Sallathiel Martin of Surry County. He then volunteered under Colonel Isaac and marched 
from Salisbury, North Carolina, to the Cheraw Hills, South Carolina, to join General gates, and 
was at Camden when Gates was defeated by Lord Cornwallis. He was wounded in the forehead 
at Kings Mountain. And, was at the sea-coast when war ended. 

Jacob Carter held the rank of lieutenant while in the service of Captain Daniel Wright's Company, 
under General Rutherford, and then served in the 10th NC Regiment with Captain Quinn. He was 
at Gates defeat, and Kings Mountain. 

On September 20, 1787, Jacob recieved a North Carolina land grant of 200 acres on 'Roaring 
Fork of Lick Creek' in what is present day Greene Co Tennessee. He sold this land to Dennis

September 22, 1811, James Carter of Jackson County, Tennessee, sold 1 0+ acres out of a 21 4 
acre tract of land which he had purchased in Jackson County, September 10, 1810, to James 
Whitson Jr. Recorded in Book 13, page 12 (Ref: Ralph Brewer of Bonham, Texas). 



1813 Property transaction 

On January 27, 1813, James Carter of the County of Jackson and State of Tennessee, son and 
heir to John Carter (I) deceased of Greene County, Tennessee, sold or Quit Claimed his portion 
of land on the Roaring Fork of Lick Creek to John Carter (II). (Greene County Deed Book 1 0, 
page 227). 

1818 Property Transaction 

Another interesting document in the possession of Mr. Ralph Brewer places James Carter in 
(old) Lawrence County, Missouri, October 18, 1818, where he purchased for $500, the 
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preemption claim of William Compton, located Range one east of the fifth principal meridian, 

Town 21 north in the south east quarter of Section 19 (Possibly New Madrid County now). 

1819 Property transaction 

It appears James lived for awhile in Barren County, Kentucky, Book 10, page 431 shows: James 
Carter, 200 acres on the east fork of Big Barren River, 9-2-1 977. Mr. Brewer has an old letter 
written to James Whitson by his father and mother, James and Elizabeth Whitson, Kingsville, 
Barren County, Kentucky, dated 1819. 

1830 Pension application 

1 830 he claimed to be a member of the Continental Line and eliable for the 1 81 8 pension law for 
regular Army men. He served under Capt. Ptolemy Powell. His application rejected on legal 
grounds. 

1830 Residency 

In 1830 James was living in Tipton County, Tennessee, and his daughters were living nearby, 
except for Synthia Shoemake who was living in Bolivar in Hardeman County. Their land probably 
lay in the portion of Tipton county which went into Lauderdale County, 1835, as that was where 
they were living when the census was taken 1840. James son, Minatree, was in Randolph 
County, Arkansas, November 8, 1836, under appointment of the Governor as appraiser of land 
for the Real Estate Bank and Notary Public. (Arkansas Gazette). 

1838 Residency 

By January, 1838, James Carter was in Fannin County, Texas, making application for land. 

Second Class Certificates #123 states: James Carter Married/head of family, Emigrated 
January 1838, 640 acres, Conditional. His name is on the 1838 Tax Roll with property valued at 
$ 1 , 000 . 

In May 1 838, James Carter went on a buffalo hunt with Judge J.P. Simpson and four others. In the 
book, Bonham Texas by W. A. Carter, 1885, under Early Settlement is an article written by Judge 
J. P. Simpson entitled A Buffalo Hunt. 

The Judge stated they took wagons and oxen, not deeming it advisable to take horse teams for 
fear of being left afoot in the wilderness by the thieving Indians. They found immense herds of 
buffalo in the Cross Timber west of where Whitesboro now stands. There they killed five buffalos 
and made camp for the night. While they were feasting on the meat and roasting the marrow 
bones, a huge herd of buffalos came by taking their oxen with them. The next morning they started 
hunting for their oxen. He and another man back-tracked for ten or fifteen miles but could find no 
sign of where their team had returned home. They did not sleep much that night for fear of the 
Indians. At daybreak his companion left for home, leaving him alone. He stated for camp but had 
not gone far when three armed Indians came out of the brush and surrounded him, asking what he 
was doing there? At that point he was providentially saved from death by the appearance of 
some buffalos which the Indians immediately pursued. 

He said, When I first saw them I had strange feelings! It was not a chill, but a trembling sensation 
ran over my system and shook me from head to foot as though I had a hard shake of ague. My 
voice trembled. My scalp drew close to my skull until my head ached. I did some pretty tall running 
for a number of miles. My breathing apparatus was as good as a greyhoundOs; my body felt light 
as a feather: I neither tired nor halted; reached camp safe. 
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Upon reaching camp he was told the oxen had been found, so their search for meat continued. 
While they were still securing their meatabout forty Indians came and camped by them killing and 
drying for themselves. 

The Judge said, When we came in on the third evening after the encamping of the Indians, our 
camp keeper (who was James Carter, father of the widow Russell who lives near Bonham) 
informed us the Indians had that day made preparations to take our scalps at night. Our meat 
went into the wagon, the oxen yoked and we started in haste for home. We traveled fifteen or 
twenty miles that night, freed from the Indians, and on our way rejoicing, none of us wounded, 
killed or scalped. Spent the summer eating delicious buffalo meat; made no corn scarcely, it 
being an excessively dry year. Thus ended our buffalo hunt from Bois dArc, Fannin County. 

After James Carter obtained his land, he returned to Bolivar, Tennessee, where he bought and 
outfitted a wagon from the firm of Shoemake and Wilson. F. Shoemake was the son-in-law of 
James Carter, so it is assumed he was attending to the family and business of James Carter 
while he was away. To cover the wagon James purchased twenty-four yards of cloth and a plow 
line for a drawstring. He bought salt and a tin bucket to carry it in, laid in some salt pork, and on 
October 16, 1838, left for Texas. 

The old sales slip is the property of Ralph Brewer of Bonham, Texas, and according to Mr. 

Brewer, James Carter made a good crop of corn in 1839. 

1840 Tax Roll 

Listed on the 1840 Tax Roll of Fannin County, Texas, is James Carter, Pole Tax 1, 1280 acres, 3 
slaves, 7 work horses, 6 cows. When James died, he made provision in his will for the slave Jerry 
to make his own decision whether to stay with the family, or to go live with his wife. 

James Carter was a member of the Fannin County Rangers, an organization to protect the 
citizens of Fannin County from the Indians. Many were the hair raising experiences of that day, 
and the old fire-arms James used in the Revolutionary War and now in the possession of Mr. 
Brewer, were a welcome sight. But in the midst of all the killing, occasionally something 
happened to relieve the tension. 

According to Judge Simpson, the Indian activity was so great the young men became worn out by 
incessant watching and guarding the horses of those who were forted, so two old men, Daniel 
Dugan and Henry Green, took the watch. The stable loft was laid with rails which projected over 
the center joist, and which was for the guard to occupy while watching for the Indians. The moon 
was shining bright when the Indians came, but because of the shadows of the trees they could not 
get a shot, and being extremely anxious to get a position to do execution they moved over too far, 
the rails turning end upon end, and away went the old men, guns, rails and all, with a crash 
making a loud noise. The Indians did not wait to see what had happened, but ran out and 
escaped in the brush. The old men were not badly injured, and were given the honor of 
inaugurating a new way of scaring off Indians. 

James Carters name appears on the five Bicentennial Plaques of the Texas Society, Sons of the 
American Revolution, memorializing the Forty-six Heroes buried in Texas. The plaques are 
located at: The State Capitol Building, Austin; Hall of State, State Fair Grounds, Dallas; Fort 
Bliss, El Paso; The War and Peace House, Sam Houston Museum, Huntsville; The Federal 
Building, San Antonio. 
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James Carter, son of John Carter Sr. of Greene Co., Tenn., filed twice for his Rev. War Pension 
and the 2nd time he was Pensioned for his Military Service at the age of 1 6 as a drummer in the 
Fife & Drum Corp. North Carolina Line. 

He said he was born on January 1 , 1 768 in "what is now called, Tennessee," he died on March 1 , 

1849 in Bonham, Fannin Co., Texas, and is buried in the Russell Cemetery. 

He married Phoebe Bullard on 2 May 1791 in Greene Co., Tenn. 

He sold his land that he inherited from his father, John Carter Sr., to his brother, John Carter Jr., 
land on Roaring Fork of Lick Creek, on 27 January 1 81 3 (DBk 1 0:227) 

Daniel Carter, Adm. of their father's estate went to Jackson Co., Tenn. where James Carter was 
living to get the Quit Claim Deed. James Carter's military land grant was in Jackson Co., Tenn. 

He speculated in a lot of land in Tenn., Barren Co., Ky. (where his daughter, Rebecca, married 
James Whitson), Arkansas, and then to Texas before it became The Republic of Texas after 
winning the war with Mexico. 

I was The DAR Registrar in Dallas, Texas, when James Carter's descendant, Venus Jones, gave 
me her application and all the proofs for her to join the National Society of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution. I know the above is true. Evelyn Rowland

Hello, Floyd, 

I have been reading your posting on the Trimm-Carter Families, #17877 on GenForum. 

I descend from John Carter Sr.'s children, John Jr. and his sister, Rebecca. I have lost John Jr.'s 
son, Allen, who married Elizabeth Trimm, d/o Henderson Trimm and wife, Martha Baldwin. I have 
not found Allen after the 1830 Census. Do you know where he settled after that census? Allen 
was born on 24 Jan 1791 in Greene Co., Tenn. In the 1830 Census he is living near Isaac Carter 
(his brother), and Carter Trim. 
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I would like to know your source proving that John Carter Sr. and Levi Carter (brothers proved by 
DNA) are also brothers of Nathaniel, Joseph, Caleb, and James Carter. Who is this James 
Carter? 

John Carter Sr.'s youngest son was James Carter, born 1 January 1768 in "what is now known as 
Tennessee" according to his Rev. War Pension Application. He was a drummer in the Fife & 
Drum Corp of the N.C. Continental Line in 1 781 , as a young boy. He moved to Fannin County, 
Texas, when it was still Mexico and received a Republic of Texas land grant. He is only one of 46 
Revolutionary Soldiers buried in Texas. He only had one son, Minatree Carter, and several 
daughters who are named in his Will dated March 1 , 1 849 in Bonham, Fannin Co., Texas. In 
1860 Fannin Co., Texas, Carter Trimm is a Methodist minister in Fannin Co., Texas. In 1830 
Monroe Co., Tenn. he was living next to Allen Carter and wife, Elizabeth Trimm. He died about 
1 870 in Fannin County. His wife was, Polly Barker or Parker, whom he married on 2 Oct 1 81 6, 
his bondsman was Allen Carter. 

Someone wrote that Levi Carter Sr. was born in 1836 in Wales and that assumption has been 
repeated over and over but several researchers, including me, have not found any proof of that 
whatsoever, so my record on 
this is "blank" until proved. 

The earliest proof of where my John Carter Jr. was living is when he signed up as a volunteer 
soldier under 

Capt. William Haymond in 1777 in Cresaptown, Maryland (he said Pa., but it was Maryland about 
1 6 miles from the Penn. Line.) He said he was living in Cresaptown in 1 777. It appears that he 
was born on 1 Sept 1756 in Brunswick Co., Va., son of John Carter Sr. and his 2nd, wife, 

Rebecca Stuart, d/o Charles Stuart and wife, Anne Pace. John Carter Sr. was appointed 
Guardianfor Charles and Anne's two minor sons, William and Richard Stuart, and Joseph Carter 
was the bondsman for John Sr. (Brunswick Co., Va. Orphans Court.) 

John Carter Sr. and wife, Rebecca Stuart, were living on her brother, James Stuart's Plantation 
on Meherrin River, given to him by his mother-in-law, Ann Robinson, widow of John Irby of 
Brunswick County. Ann married 2nd, ....Robinson. James Stuart wrote his Will in 1767 and 
states that John Carter and wife, Rebecca, should take care of the plantation until James' son, 
Charles, comes of age. Then John and Rebecca Carter disappear from the Brunswick Co., 
Records. Joseph Carter married Mary Robinson who may have been a daughter of ....Robinson 
and his first wife. Joseph Carter also disappears from the Brunswick County records after his 
marriage to Mary Robinson. He would be Joseph Carter Jr. Joseph Carter Sr. of Prince George 
Co., Va. married Elizabeth Peebles, born before 1714 in P.G. Co., da of Henry Peebles and Ann 
Nicholson. They lived near Richard Pace and wife, Rebecca Poythress, in P.G. Co. before the 
Pace Family moved to their Granville grant in North Carolina. Brunswick County was formed from 
Prince George Co. in 1742. The above Anne Pace who married Charles Stuart was a daughter 
of Richard Pace and Rebecca Poythress. Charles Stuart left his Will in 1752 and his wife, Anne, 
died in 1 753. There was a James Carter in Prince George Co., Va. who was a Sheriff but I don't 
know if he is related to John and Joseph Carter of Brunswick Co. There were about 3 different 
Carter lines in that area at the same time, just as there were in Greene Co., Tenn. in the early 
records. They may have been related in some way. John Jones, merchant of Surry Co., Va. was 
the bondsman for John Carter Sr. when he married Rebecca Stuart on 1 January 1754 in 
Brunswick Co. Joseph Carter was granted the land in Greene County, Tenn. where John Carter 
Sr. built his station (fort) before 1783. Joseph died about the same time John Carter Sr. died in 
late 1811. Joseph Jr. was the Adm. of Joseph Sr.'s estate, and Daniel Carter was the Adm. of 
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John Carter Sr.'s estate. I suspect that Joseph and John Sr. were brothers but there is no proof 
as yet. 

Matilda Carter, born 6 Aug 1799, died by 21 August 1867 in Barry Co., Mo., married (1) Robert 
Cate on 30 Sept 1824 at her brother, Benjamin's home. 

Robert died in 1843. She married 2nd, Anderson Trim, and was divorced from Anderson by 
1850 in Bradley Co., Tenn. She had all her Cate children in her home in the 1850 Census. She 
was age 46. Anderson Trim married (1 ) Sydney Carter, (of the Hugh Carter family), on 2 June 
1817. She died in McMinn Co., Tenn. He was licensed to marry (2) Matilda (Carter) Cate, 
widow of Robert, in Rhea Co., Tenn. It is not known for sure if they married and divorced or just 
never married. He married (3) Elizabeth Ann Thomas of Rhea Co., Tenn., dau of Enoch and 
Hannah Thomas of Philadelphia, Pa.. They moved to Bradley Co., Tenn. where he died in 1875. 
Anderson Trim was: a farmer, Methodist Minister, Tavern & Innkeeper, Trustee of The Pond 
Creek Baptist Church in McMinn County on 12 Dec 1836, Helped organize The Methodist 
Episcopal Church in Cleveland, Bradley County, Tenn. on 14 August 1865. The Cate and Hardin 
Families of Greene Co., Tenn. have their roots in Surry Co., Va. 

I just noticed something of interest: Henderson Trim Sr. married (1) , and had, Elijah Trim, 

(cl 785-1 823) 

married in 1806, Davidson Co., Tenn., Mary NICHOLSON. (See above: Henry Peebles m. Ann 
Nicholson, parents of Elizabeth, wife of Joseph Carter Sr. of Prince George Co., Va.)

John Carter , emigrant from New Jersey settled four and a half miles North of Greenville on the 
waters of Roaring Fork of Lick Creek( It is possible that some of his brothers came with him , as 
there are a large number of persons in the county with whom impression exists that they are 
related to the Carter family in Question , but I am unable to trace relationship.) 

The said John Carter reared a family of Five sons _ John; Abraham;Daniel;Jacob;and James; 
and two daughters ; Rebecca ; And Penelope. 

Most of the sons of Mr. Carter reared families , John Carter jr. had nine sons : Isaac ; Jacob : Allen 
; Elam; John; Benjamine; Ezekiel; Mashack; and Enoch.

1811 Property transaction 

September 22, 1811, James Carter of Jackson County, Tennessee, sold 1 0+ acres out of a 21 4 
acre tract of land which he had purchased in Jackson County, September 10, 1810, to James 
Whitson Jr. Recorded in Book 13, page 12 (Ref: Ralph Brewer of Bonham, Texas). 

1813 Property transaction 

On January 27, 1813, James Carter of the County of Jackson and State of Tennessee, son and 
heir to John Carter (I) deceased of Greene County, Tennessee, sold or Quit Claimed his portion 
of land on the Roaring Fork of Lick Creek to John Carter (II). (Greene County Deed Book 1 0, 
page 227). 

1818 Property Transaction 

Another interesting document in the possession of Mr. Ralph Brewer places James Carter in 
(old) Lawrence County, Missouri, October 18, 1818, where he purchased for $500, the 
preemption claim of William Compton, located Range one east of the fifth principal meridian, 
Town 21 north in the south east quarter of Section 19 (Possibly New Madrid County now). 

1819 Property transaction 
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It appears James lived for awhile in Barren County, Kentucky, Book 10, page 431 shows: James 
Carter, 200 acres on the east fork of Big Barren River, 9-2-1 977. Mr. Brewer has an old letter 
written to James Whitson by his father and mother, James and Elizabeth Whitson, Kingsville, 
Barren County, Kentucky, dated 1819. 

1830 Pension application 

1 830 he claimed to be a member of the Continental Line and eliable for the 1 81 8 pension law for 
regular Army men. He served under Capt. Ptolemy Powell. His application rejected on legal 
grounds. 

1830 Residency 

In 1830 James was living in Tipton County, Tennessee, and his daughters were living nearby, 
except for Synthia Shoemake who was living in Bolivar in Hardeman County. Their land probably 
lay in the portion of Tipton county which went into Lauderdale County, 1835, as that was where 
they were living when the census was taken 1840. James son, Minatree, was in Randolph 
County, Arkansas, November 8, 1836, under appointment of the Governor as appraiser of land 
for the Real Estate Bank and Notary Public. (Arkansas Gazette). 

1838 Residency 

By January, 1838, James Carter was in Fannin County, Texas, making application for land. 

Second Class Certificates #123 states: James Carter Married/head of family, Emigrated 
January 1838, 640 acres, Conditional. His name is on the 1838 Tax Roll with property valued at 
$ 1 , 000 . 

In May 1 838, James Carter went on a buffalo hunt with Judge J.P. Simpson and four others. In the 
book, Bonham Texas by W. A. Carter, 1885, under Early Settlement is an article written by Judge 
J. P. Simpson entitled A Buffalo Hunt. 

The Judge stated they took wagons and oxen, not deeming it advisable to take horse teams for 
fear of being left afoot in the wilderness by the thieving Indians. They found immense herds of 
buffalo in the Cross Timber west of where Whitesboro now stands. There they killed five buffalos 
and made camp for the night. While they were feasting on the meat and roasting the marrow 
bones, a huge herd of buffalos came by taking their oxen with them. The next morning they started 
hunting for their oxen. He and another man back-tracked for ten or fifteen miles but could find no 
sign of where their team had returned home. They did not sleep much that night for fear of the 
Indians. At daybreak his companion left for home, leaving him alone. He stated for camp but had 
not gone far when three armed Indians came out of the brush and surrounded him, asking what he 
was doing there? At that point he was providentially saved from death by the appearance of 
some buffalos which the Indians immediately pursued. 

He said, When I first saw them I had strange feelings! It was not a chill, but a trembling sensation 
ran over my system and shook me from head to foot as though I had a hard shake of ague. My 
voice trembled. My scalp drew close to my skull until my head ached. I did some pretty tall running 
for a number of miles. My breathing apparatus was as good as a greyhoundOs; my body felt light 
as a feather: I neither tired nor halted; reached camp safe. 

Upon reaching camp he was told the oxen had been found, so their search for meat continued. 
While they were still securing their meatabout forty Indians came and camped by them killing and 
drying for themselves. 
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The Judge said, When we came in on the third evening after the encamping of the Indians, our 
camp keeper (who was James Carter, father of the widow Russell who lives near Bonham) 
informed us the Indians had that day made preparations to take our scalps at night. Our meat 
went into the wagon, the oxen yoked and we started in haste for home. We traveled fifteen or 
twenty miles that night, freed from the Indians, and on our way rejoicing, none of us wounded, 
killed or scalped. Spent the summer eating delicious buffalo meat; made no corn scarcely, it 
being an excessively dry year. Thus ended our buffalo hunt from Bois dArc, Fannin County. 

After James Carter obtained his land, he returned to Bolivar, Tennessee, where he bought and 
outfitted a wagon from the firm of Shoemake and Wilson. F. Shoemake was the son-in-law of 
James Carter, so it is assumed he was attending to the family and business of James Carter 
while he was away. To cover the wagon James purchased twenty-four yards of cloth and a plow 
line for a drawstring. Fie bought salt and a tin bucket to carry it in, laid in some salt pork, and on 
October 16, 1838, left for Texas. 

The old sales slip is the property of Ralph Brewer of Bonham, Texas, and according to Mr. 

Brewer, James Carter made a good crop of corn in 1839. 

1840 Tax Roll 

Listed on the 1840 Tax Roll of Fannin County, Texas, is James Carter, Pole Tax 1, 1280 acres, 3 
slaves, 7 work horses, 6 cows. When James died, he made provision in his will for the slave Jerry 
to make his own decision whether to stay with the family, or to go live with his wife. 

James Carter was a member of the Fannin County Rangers, an organization to protect the 
citizens of Fannin County from the Indians. Many were the hair raising experiences of that day, 
and the old fire-arms James used in the Revolutionary War and now in the possession of Mr. 
Brewer, were a welcome sight. But in the midst of all the killing, occasionally something 
happened to relieve the tension. 

According to Judge Simpson, the Indian activity was so great the young men became worn out by 
incessant watching and guarding the horses of those who were forted, so two old men, Daniel 
Dugan and Flenry Green, took the watch. The stable loft was laid with rails which projected over 
the center joist, and which was for the guard to occupy while watching for the Indians. The moon 
was shining bright when the Indians came, but because of the shadows of the trees they could not 
get a shot, and being extremely anxious to get a position to do execution they moved over too far, 
the rails turning end upon end, and away went the old men, guns, rails and all, with a crash 
making a loud noise. The Indians did not wait to see what had happened, but ran out and 
escaped in the brush. The old men were not badly injured, and were given the honor of 
inaugurating a new way of scaring off Indians. 

James Carters name appears on the five Bicentennial Plaques of the Texas Society, Sons of the 
American Revolution, memorializing the Forty-six Heroes buried in Texas. The plaques are 
located at: The State Capitol Building, Austin; Hall of State, State Fair Grounds, Dallas; Fort 
Bliss, El Paso; The War and Peace House, Sam Houston Museum, Huntsville; The Federal 
Building, San Antonio. 

James Carter, son of John Carter Sr. of Greene Co., Tenn., filed twice for his Rev. War Pension 
and the 2nd time he was Pensioned for his Military Service at the age of 1 6 as a drummer in the 
Fife & Drum Corp. North Carolina Line. 
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He said he was born on January 1 , 1 768 in "what is now called, Tennessee," he died on March 1 , 

1849 in Bonham, Fannin Co., Texas, and is buried in the Russell Cemetery. 

He married Phoebe Bullard on 2 May 1791 in Greene Co., Tenn. 

He sold his land that he inherited from his father, John Carter Sr., to his brother, John Carter Jr., 
land on Roaring Fork of Lick Creek, on 27 January 1 81 3 (DBk 1 0:227) 

Daniel Carter, Adm. of their father's estate went to Jackson Co., Tenn. where James Carter was 
living to get the Quit Claim Deed. James Carter's military land grant was in Jackson Co., Tenn. 

He speculated in a lot of land in Tenn., Barren Co., Ky.(where his daughter, Rebecca, married 
James Whitson), Arkansas, and then to Texas before it became The Republic of Texas after 
winning the war with Mexico. 

I was The DAR Registrar in Dallas, Texas, when James Carter's descendant, Venus Jones, gave 
me her application and all the proofs for her to join the National Society of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution. I know the above is true. Evelyn Rowland

I have been reading your posting on the Trimm-Carter Families, #17877 on GenForum. 

I descend from John Carter Sr.'s children, John Jr. and his sister, Rebecca. I have lost John Jr.'s 
son, Allen, who married Elizabeth Trimm, d/o Henderson Trimm and wife, Martha Baldwin. I have 
not found Allen after the 1830 Census. Do you know where he settled after that census? Allen 
was born on 24 Jan 1791 in Greene Co., Tenn. In the 1830 Census he is living near Isaac Carter 
(his brother), and Carter Trim. 

I would like to know your source proving that John Carter Sr. and Levi Carter (brothers proved by 
DNA) are also brothers of Nathaniel, Joseph, Caleb, and James Carter. Who is this James 
Carter? 
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John Carter Sr.'s youngest son was James Carter, born 1 January 1768 in "what is now known as 
Tennessee" according to his Rev. War Pension Application. He was a drummer in the Fife & 
Drum Corp of the N.C. Continental Line in 1 781 , as a young boy. He moved to Fannin County, 
Texas, when it was still Mexico and received a Republic of Texas land grant. He is only one of 46 
Revolutionary Soldiers buried in Texas. He only had one son, Minatree Carter, and several 
daughters who are named in his Will dated March 1 , 1 849 in Bonham, Fannin Co., Texas. In 
1860 Fannin Co., Texas, Carter Trimm is a Methodist minister in Fannin Co., Texas. In 1830 
Monroe Co., Tenn. he was living next to Allen Carter and wife, Elizabeth Trimm. He died about 
1 870 in Fannin County. His wife was, Polly Barker or Parker, whom he married on 2 Oct 1 81 6, 
his bondsman was Allen Carter. 

Someone wrote that Levi Carter Sr. was born in 1836 in Wales and that assumption has been 
repeated over and over but several researchers, including me, have not found any proof of that 
whatsoever, so my record on 
this is "blank" until proved. 

The earliest proof of where my John Carter Jr. was living is when he signed up as a volunteer 
soldier under 

Capt. William Haymond in 1777 in Cresaptown, Maryland (he said Pa., but it was Maryland about 
1 6 miles from the Penn. Line.) He said he was living in Cresaptown in 1 777. It appears that he 
was born on 1 Sept 1756 in Brunswick Co., Va., son of John Carter Sr. and his 2nd, wife, 

Rebecca Stuart, d/o Charles Stuart and wife, Anne Pace. John Carter Sr. was appointed 
Guardianfor Charles and Anne's two minor sons, William and Richard Stuart, and Joseph Carter 
was the bondsman for John Sr. (Brunswick Co., Va. Orphans Court.) 

John Carter Sr. and wife, Rebecca Stuart, were living on her brother, James Stuart's Plantation 
on Meherrin River, given to him by his mother-in-law, Ann Robinson, widow of John Irby of 
Brunswick County. Ann married 2nd, ....Robinson. James Stuart wrote his Will in 1767 and 
states that John Carter and wife, Rebecca, should take care of the plantation until James' son, 
Charles, comes of age. Then John and Rebecca Carter disappear from the Brunswick Co., 
Records. Joseph Carter married Mary Robinson who may have been a daughter of ....Robinson 
and his first wife. Joseph Carter also disappears from the Brunswick County records after his 
marriage to Mary Robinson. He would be Joseph Carter Jr. Joseph Carter Sr. of Prince George 
Co., Va. married Elizabeth Peebles, born before 1714 in P.G. Co., da of Henry Peebles and Ann 
Nicholson. They lived near Richard Pace and wife, Rebecca Poythress, in P.G. Co. before the 
Pace Family moved to their Granville grant in North Carolina. Brunswick County was formed from 
Prince George Co. in 1742. The above Anne Pace who married Charles Stuart was a daughter 
of Richard Pace and Rebecca Poythress. Charles Stuart left his Will in 1752 and his wife, Anne, 
died in 1 753. There was a James Carter in Prince George Co., Va. who was a Sheriff but I don't 
know if he is related to John and Joseph Carter of Brunswick Co. There were about 3 different 
Carter lines in that area at the same time, just as there were in Greene Co., Tenn. in the early 
records. They may have been related in some way. John Jones, merchant of Surry Co., Va. was 
the bondsman for John Carter Sr. when he married Rebecca Stuart on 1 January 1754 in 
Brunswick Co. Joseph Carter was granted the land in Greene County, Tenn. where John Carter 
Sr. built his station (fort) before 1783. Joseph died about the same time John Carter Sr. died in 
late 1811. Joseph Jr. was the Adm. of Joseph Sr.'s estate, and Daniel Carter was the Adm. of 
John Carter Sr.'s estate. I suspect that Joseph and John Sr. were brothers but there is no proof 
as yet. 

Matilda Carter, born 6 Aug 1799, died by 21 August 1867 in Barry Co., Mo., married (1) Robert 
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Cate on 30 Sept 1824 at her brother, Benjamin's home. 

Robert died in 1843. She married 2nd, Anderson Trim, and was divorced from Anderson by 
1850 in Bradley Co., Tenn. She had all her Cate children in her home in the 1850 Census. She 
was age 46. Anderson Trim married (1 ) Sydney Carter, (of the Hugh Carter family), on 2 June 
1817. She died in McMinn Co., Tenn. He was licensed to marry (2) Matilda (Carter) Cate, 
widow of Robert, in Rhea Co., Tenn. It is not known for sure if they married and divorced or just 
never married. He married (3) Elizabeth Ann Thomas of Rhea Co., Tenn., dau of Enoch and 
Hannah Thomas of Philadelphia, Pa.. They moved to Bradley Co., Tenn. where he died in 1875. 
Anderson Trim was: a farmer, Methodist Minister, Tavern & Innkeeper, Trustee of The Pond 
Creek Baptist Church in McMinn County on 12 Dec 1836, Helped organize The Methodist 
Episcopal Church in Cleveland, Bradley County, Tenn. on 14 August 1865. The Cate and Hardin 
Families of Greene Co., Tenn. have their roots in Surry Co., Va. 

I just noticed something of interest: Henderson Trim Sr. married (1) , and had, Elijah Trim, 

(cl 785-1 823) 

married in 1806, Davidson Co., Tenn., Mary NICHOLSON. (See above: Henry Peebles m. Ann 
Nicholson, parents of Elizabeth, wife of Joseph Carter Sr. of Prince George Co., Va.)

County. These included Chota (Cherokee Capital), Tanasi (the name source of "Tennessee") and 
Great Tellico, which at various times were Cherokee principal towns, as well as Citico, Toqua, 
Tomottley, Mialoquo, Chilhowee, and Tallassee. Monroe County was established in 1819 after 
the signing of the Calhoun Treaty, in which the Cherokee relinquished claims to lands stretching 
from the Little Tennessee River south to the Hiwassee River on threat of war. The county was 
named for President James Monroe. Some of the state's first gold mines were discovered in 
1826 located in Monroe County encouraged by the whites, forcing the government to seize land 
by any means. Placer mining took place on Coker Creek (near Tellico Plains) in the early 1 830s.

DIED IN NEWTONIA - Mrs. Rhoda Weems Carter who was a daughter of the Rev. David 
Munsey and was born near Lebanon in Russell county, Virginia, on the 31 day of December, 

1814, and departed this life the 31st of December, 1899, at the age of 85 years and 28 days. 

Her funeral was conducted by the writer and ably preached by Dr. J. B. Ellis, Presiding Elder of 
Neosho District M. E. church, South, in Harmony church and laid to rest in the Weem's family 
cemetery. Aunt Rhoda, as we all called her, was married at her father's home in Russell county, 
Virginia, at the age of 23 years, to the Rev. John Weems of Green county, Tennessee, the father 
of Dr. G. A. Weems and Judge D. P. Weems, who are well known to the people of Newton 
county, and four daughters, three of whom are living, two in Newtonia, Mrs. L. M. Williams and 
Mrs. G. A. Synder, and one in North Carolina. Her husband, the Rev. John Weems, started on 
the move from their home in East Tennessee intending to locate on Indian Creek in this county, 
and he died on the road to this state near Burksville, Kentucky, on the 2d day of November, 

1843, leaving Aunt Rhoda on the road with six children, a daughter and son born to the Rev. John 
Weems by his first wife and four born to them after their marriage, one son and three daughters, 
the oldest, Sarah Margaret about 13 years of age, afterwards became and was known as Mrs. 
Sarah Adams. Though left a widow on the way to Missouri with six children running in ages from 
13 years down to a baby, with the hardships and disadvantages of a western and frontier life 
before her with great resolution and courage she completed the trip and arrived at old Uncle 
Jonas Weems, her husband's brother, on Indian Creek in December, and soon there afterwards 
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bought the claim and improvements on the place where the little town of Stella now stands, for 
which she paid $800.00, the claim her husband had in mind to buy from the description given 
him in letters from his brother, Jonas Weems, this was considered a high priced and valuable 
claim, the land being unsectionized and not subject to entry at that date. She lived there a few 
years, and was married to Ezekiel Carter, a native of East Tennessee, who lost his life in the 
early part of the Civil war in attempting to cross high water. To her and Mr. Carter were born five 
children, three sons and two daughters. One daughter living Mrs. H. Kerby of Newtonia, and two 
sons living, Rev. I. M. Carter and N. W. Carter at Durant, Indian Territory. This good woman has 
lived in this county ever since 1843, except one or two years as a refugee to Benton county, 
Arkansas, having been driven there by the horrors and cruelties of the Civil war. She was 
favorably and well known especially by the old settlers. She had a hard struggle in her efforts to 
provide for to educate and raise up her children in the way they should go. Coming to this 
county in so early a day, having to live a frontier life, then being but little school privileges, no 
school or church houses except log cabins with puncheon floors built and covered without a pane 
of glass or a single nail. But this mother, with an almost invincible fortitude and a great Christian 
character succeeded well under the circumstances. She raised a respectable family of children, 
and her life and efforts are a worthy example. Although helpless and feeble in the evening of her 
life, having been unable to attend church for several years, she was resigned to her afflictions 
and made her Bible the source of her joy and happiness, reading in it almost every day, and 
talking a great deal to her friends and visitors on the subject of religion, and taking the greatest 
of interest in the church and always happy to hear of revivals and of a conversion. Having been 
converted on her birthday at the tender age of ten years and soon thereafter joined the church 
and constantly kept the faith, and lived in every way a long, useful and devoted Christian life for 
75 years and 23 days, and with an undying faith and a perfect hope she calmly and peacefully 
passed away without a struggle. Having fought the good fight, and like many of old she hath done 
her part, leaving behind many friends and not an enemy. She responded to the call of the 
blessed Master, who doeth all thing well. Farewell, Aunt Rhoda. Thou art gone, but not forgotten.

I believe these two boys were brothers 
of Valentine's and one of them was... James Allen Carter. 

Since no database has revealed the marriage date and location of this marriage then it is 
evident this would be a big key to solving Valentine's parentage. 

Maleta's father; Jesse Epperson was in the 1830 McMinn County, Tennessee census and I 
checked the other "Carters" in McMinn County but no one appears to be the link to Valentine. 

Checking the church records of the Methodist Episcopal Church South, if they exist, in the 
surrounding counties of McMinn might hold that marriage record. 

However, Valentine's parents were living in Monroe County, I suspect Valentine courted Maleta, 
who probably also lived in Monroe County at the time of the marriage and married her in that 
dark period between the formation of Monroe County in 1819 and 1838 when they officially 
started keeping marriage records. 

Finding out when Jesse Epperson left McMinn County and when he bought land if he ever did in 
Monroe County, and when he bought land in Bradley County would give us a snapshot of his 
movements during that blackout time period.

Monroe County was established in 1819 after the signing of 
the Calhoun Treaty, in which the Cherokee relinquished claims to lands stretching from the Little 
Tennessee River south to the Hiwassee River on threat of war.

1835-1837 Marriage of Valentine S. Carter and Maleta "Letha" (EPPERSON) 

I believe Valentine Carter and Maleta ( EPPERSON) were married circa 1837-1838 and their 
son; Allen was their first born. However, I feel the 1840 census has deceived many researchers 
over the years believing Valentine and Maleta married 1832-1835 because in the 1840 census 
showing two boys aged 5-9 year old. 

Taking in account Valentine was younger than Maleta and was born in 1820, he would not have 
been married at age 12 tol 5 as the boy's age suggests. I believe these two boys were brothers of 
Valentine's and one of them was... James Allen Carter. 

Since no database has revealed the marriage date and location of this marriage then it is evident 
this would be a big key to solving Valentine's parentage. 
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Maleta's father; Jesse Epperson was in the 1830 McMinn County, Tennessee census and I 
checked the other "Carters" in McMinn County but no one appears to be the link to Valentine. 

Checking the church records of the Methodist Episcopal Church South, if they exist, in the 
surrounding counties of McMinn might hold that marriage record. 

However, Valentine's parents were living in Monroe County, I suspect Valentine courted Maleta, 
who probably also lived in Monroe County at the time of the marriage and married her in that dark 
period between the formation of Monroe County in 1819 and 1838 when they officially started 
keeping marriage records. 

Finding out when Jesse Epperson left McMinn County and when he bought land if he ever did in 
Monroe County, and when he bought land in Bradley County would give us a snapshot of his 
movements during that blackout time period. 

1935-1939 Family Move 

Valentine and Maleta married and moved to Murray County, Georgia. Son, Allen Carter was born 
in Murray County, Georgia on 24 October 1 839. 

After Allen's birth, Valentine is back in Bradley County living next door to his father-in-law; Jesse 
Epperson and family. In 1828, gold was discovered in northwestern Georgia then called Cherokee 
County. 

In December 1832, the Georgia General Assembly designated the extreme northwestern corner 
of the state of Georgia as Murray County. 

Formerly part of Cherokee County, the area was named for a Georgia statesman from Lincoln 
County, Thomas W. Murray, a former speaker of the Georgia House. 

The area was in the heart of the Cherokee Nation at the time the boundary lines were drawn 
through their territory. Not waiting until after the Cherokees were removed in 1838-39, the white 
settlers entered the county in large numbers as they had done in Monroe County. 

Spring Place had been established in 1801 as a Moravian mission to the Cherokee and had 
been a post office since 1810 - the second oldest in North Georgia. Even before the Cherokee 
"Trail of Tears", (1838) the Americans who had drawn or purchased Murray County land lots of 
1 60 acres in the Georgia Land Lottery were pouring into the area 

1836 Creation of Bradley County. Tennessee 

Bradley County, Tennessee was created on May 2, 1836, from Cherokee Native lands. 

Swindled by dishonest legislators and treaty makers, using fraudulent and worthless treaties, the 
Cherokee peoples where pushed from their homes in eastern Tennessee into northern Georgia. 
Forced from Georgia also by dishonest legislators, the Cherokee people eventually were confined 
in concentration camps in Bradley County before their forced march known as "The Trail of 
Tears". 

Bradley County's unique history includes the home of the Cherokee Nation, known an Echota, 

(see the map on page 7) who's last Eastern Capitol is now known as Red Clay State Historical 
Park. It is an interpreted site certified by the National Trail of Tears Association and stands as a 
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reminder of the spot where they were notified of their tragic journey ahead.

Knowing that Sarah was born circa 1816 per census data, would indicate that her parents 
were married between 1809-1 81 5. ..allowing for older siblings in Sarah's family.

If you noticed, from the list of children from public trees only Abner could be positively identified 
as a sibling of Sarah (BEALS) Campbell. Remember, anyone born before 1813 can not be 
part of the William and Rachel ( SQUIBB) Beals family. 

Using the other names living with Andrew Jackson and Sarah ( BEALS) Campbell 
family in the 1850 census, I could not connect with a Waldon in the census, too many Fry 
families to identify Catherine's parents, same problem with William High, however, there was a 
beakthrough with Alfred Carter. _ 

Three-year-old Alfred Carter is livng with Andrew and Sarah in the 1850 census of Greene 
County, Tennessee. This idicates he may have been an orphan. What makes this unusual is 
that Alfred moved with them to Pulaski County, Missouri in the 1860 and 1870 censuses. 

Giving further credence to a family relationship to Andrew and Sarah. Tracking Alfred Carter 
through his next two marriages and his death in 1915, produced a death certificate stating his 
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father was William Carter. No mother listed. 

Going to the Greene County, Tennessee marriage records I began looking for someone of 
interest whom married a William Carter a few years before Alfred's birth in 1849. Lo and 
behold, I found that a William Carter married a Hannah ( BEALS) on 1 November 1841 in 
Greene County, Tennessee. Hannah (BEALS) is one of the daughters of William and 
Rachel (SQUIBB) Beals and sister to Sarah (BEALS) whom married Andrew Jackson

House and camp grounds by the same more or less and all the estate right title interest 
property and claims of him the said John Dyer of in and to the same to have and to hold the 
land hereby conveyed with all and ingular the premises and very track and parcel thereof with 
the appointance with the aforementioned said trustees and the Methodist Episcopal Church 
forever and the said John Dyer for himself his heirs executors and administrators doth 
covenant promise and agree to and with the said trustees and their successors in office by 
these presents that he promises before now and forever hereafter shall remain free from all 
former and other gifts grants bargains sells charges and incumbrences does sell this land.

[Lewis Carter is Henry Pratt's brother-in-law, Joseph Forshee is the brother or father of a 
daughter that married a Harmon. Henry Pratt not an originator of the deed but Lewis talked him 
into the participation. Cherokees were not allowed to own land.]

Mary Elizabeth (PRATT) was born in Monroe, Tennessee, United States in August 1838. 

Red Clay State Park, the site of the last Cherokee council before The Trail of Tears began, is 
located in Bradley County. 

1838 Forced Move "Trail of Tears" 

A full account of the Henry Pratt family is in my book " Henry Pratt Family of Greene County. 
Tennessee " © 2002 by Floyd Thomas Pratt F.H.C., M.A.G.I. In this book I give a full detail 
of the "Trail of Tears" episode and it is a lengthy discourse. Because of its length, I will not go 
into it here but suffice to say, due to Henry Pratt's Cherokee ancestry, the government forced 
him and his family on the "Trail of Tears" in September 1 838 and they jumped the trail in March 

1839 and settled first in Crawford County moving to Richwoods Twp of Washington County, 
Missouri by the 1840 census. -Floyd Thomas Pratt 

1939 Arrival in Missouri 

After a long cold, hard winter the Pratt's found a way to escape from their military escort 
and followed the creeks from the "Trail of Tears" or what is now known as highway 8 in 
Crawford County, Missouri and settled 12 miles north in Crawford County before moving into 
Richwoods Twp, Washington, Missouri by the 1840 census. They began to make friends with 
other "exiles" who were also in hiding from the government. A local family, the Rinard 
(Rhinehart) Kimberin(g) family befriended the Pratts and was instrumental in helping the Pratt 
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family to adjust to their new home life. Also, the Absalom Blanton family helped the Pratts and 
intermarried which was Cherokee tradition. More in the book " Henry Pratt Family of 
Greene County. Tennessee " (2003) by Floyd Thomas Pratt 2008 

1839 Good Friends 

by Floyd Thomas Pratt F.H.C., M.A.G.I. 2008 

It should be noted here that Rinard Kimberlin was a good neighbor and a friend to the Henry 
Pratt family. When the Pratts arrived in eastern Crawford County in March 1839, they moved 
into Richwoods Twp, Washington, Missouri after their ordeal on the "Trail of Tears". They 
settled near the Kimberlins and struck up a good friendship. 

When James Pratt married Rinard's daughter, Catherine in 1847-1848, James probably told 
Rinard that he wanted a piece of property near Rinard or Catherine told James to buy some 
property near her parents either way, it was against the law for indians to own or buy 
land. 

Rinard bought the land, the James Pratt family settled on from Firmin Desloge and 3 weeks 
later sold 24 acres of the 105 acres to his son-in-law, James Pratt. 

Rinard did the same for his daughter, Mary after she married Alexander Pratt... James' brother. 
After James became a property owner it was easier for James and Alexander to pass 
themself off as a white man even though they were Vz Cherokee. This led to Alexander's land 
purchase two years later in May 1856 from William & Martha Hughes which he later sold to the 
Ambrose Marion Pennock family from Ohio in 1859.

Alexander R. Pratt told his son; Carac Pratt who told his son; Orville Carac Pratt that Alexander 
had gone to California in 1 848-1 849 during the gold rush. Maybe Henry went with the group 
but he does not show up in the 1850 census like Alexander does. I have checked available 
newspapers for that time period but have found no references to Henry Pratt. One of my 
mentor researchers; Geraldine Mabel ( MILLER) Reed said that she thought she had seen 
a court report in one of those books in the Crawford County Courthouse that mentioned Nancy 
Pratt, widow of Henry Pratt receiving a cash allotment from the County Court. Mabel could not 
remember where it was or anything more about it. I looked for it when I was at the Courthouse 
but there are so many books. ..hundreds that have not been documented but just piled up in the 
vault that I could not cover all of them and had no time, or luck in finding any information about 
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Henry Pratt. Therefore, Henry Pratt could have died on his way to California or on his return to 
Missouri. After his death, his widow, Nancy ( CARTER) Pratt moved from Richwoods Twp, 
Washington, Missouri to be near her daughter; Susanna Rebecca ( PRATT) Hansel family 
in Boone Twp, Crawford, Missouri. In 1852, Nancy married widower, Absalom Blanton in 
Crawford County. Regrettably, due to old age, I have run out of time andl must leave the 
mystery of Henry Pratt's death for the next generation to solve.-Floyd Thomas Pratt 2008

Samuel Campbell and Lorenda Pratt were married on 16 March 1848 in Crawford County, 

Missouri. 

Most likely she was married at her mother's residence next door to her sister; Susanna 
Rebecca (PRATT) Hansel's home in Boone Twp, Crawford, Missouri, United States. After 
the death of Henry Prattt, their father, it appears that Nancy moved from the Richwoods area in 
Washington County closer to Susanna near the Hansel home in Boone Twp, Crawford, 
Missouri, United States. 

1849 Childbirth of son: James H. Campbell 

James H. Campbell was born 1849 in possibly Crawford, Missouri, United States. The real 
problem with identifying his birthplace is the fact that after his parents married on 16 March 

1848 they disapeared from the 1850 census. I have tried on numerous occasions to find them 
in the 1850 census to no avail. Therefore, we don't know exactly where he was born because it 
looks like he didn't live long enough to make it after the 1910 death records of Missouri or he 
died out of state.

Jesse Carter Sr. died in Subdivision 23, McMinn, Tennessee, United States in August 1849.

What motivated their move from Crawford County to Pulaski County south of Waynesville was 
probably due to family ties. Sam's mother; Bathsheba (CARTER) Campbell was already 
living near DeBruin Post Office, Twp 35 Range 13, Pulaski, Missouri, and is next door to them 
in the 1860 census,. Checking the deed books or newspapers might revel when they arrived in 
that county and if Sam bourght any property.

Checking the local newspapers might reveal 
information about Sam's death and/or Lorinda's marriage to Ira Hull. Since Sam's death 
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coinsides with the Civil War period, he may have died during its tenure.

Ira Spencer Hull and Lorenda ( PRATT) Campbell were married about 1863-1868. These 
dates have been derived from the last known childbirth of Samuel Campbell to the first known 
childbirth of Ira Spencer Hull and Lorenda ( PRATT) Campbell Hull. Have not been able to 
locate this marriage record. What I have found is that they lived near a town called Stoutland, 
which bordered on Laclede and Camden Counties. Or, Lorinda could have married in Pulaski 
County where she was living when Samuel died.

Should be noted that on the same day at the same location and assigned to the same Division 
there were 3 Campbell's enlistements. A. J. Campbell in Company K of Capt. William M. Moore's 
10th Missouri Regiment Infantry Volunteers, Josiah Campbell in Company G of Capt. William M. 
Moore's 10th Missouri Regiment Infantry Volunteers and George Campbell in Company G of 
Capt. William M. Moore's 10th Missouri Regiment Infantry Volunteers. I thought maybe they wre 
all brothers; A. J. for Andrew Jackson, Josiah for Joshua and George. In other Civil War 
documents Josiah is listed as Joshua. George died of a disease on 27 November 1862 at Camp 
Massard Prairie, Fort Smith, Upper Twp, Sebastian, Arkansas, United States and A. J. deserted 
on 23 March 1863 at Little Rock, Arkansas and Josiah deserted on 30 April 1863 at Little Rock, 
Arkansas. It is unclear if these boys were related, however, there is a strong coincidence factor.

Research Note 

Since George's Civil War Record is vague concerning his death all that was listed was he died of 
disease 27 November 1862 at C. Mazard. Googleing C. Mazard and assuming the writer meant 
Camp Mazard produced a civil war location called Camp Massard Prairie located outside of Fort 
Smith, Upper Twp, Sebastian, Arkansas, United States. A famous battle took place there during 
the civil war in 1864, two years after the death of George Campbell. Since Camp Massard was a 
confederate civil war camp and George had enlisted in the confederacy, then I feel this is where 
George died and was the intent of the writer when he Isited C. Mazard as George's death 
location.

Ellen (BURGESS) Carter family in the 1900 census lists both these boys as their children. 

Other than the fact they list Virgil as a female it appears cut and dried that these boys belong to 
the William Carter family. However, in the 1 910 census of Allen & Margaret's family both boys 
are now listed as their children and they are not listed in the 1 91 0 census of William and 
his 2nd wife; Nancy Jane (STROUP) Carter's family. To make matters worse, in our attempt 
to identify these boys' parentage, in the 1900 census they state their father was born in 
Tennessee, which is where William McKinley Carter was born. However, in the 1 91 0 census they 
state their father was born in Georgia, which is where Allen Carter was born.

Margaret's children from her marriage to James West namely, William 
Lloyd West, Cora Matilda (WEST) and Bertha M. (WEST) were all living with Allen's 
brother; William McKinley & Cynthia Ellen ( BURGESS) Carter family as was Allen and 
Margaret's mutual children; Jesse Valentine Carter, Virgil Epperson Carter and Frederick Calvin 
Carter. To the novice, this "splitting" of the family may have indicated that the West and Carter 
children living with William and Cynthia were actually theirs. Even though William told the 
censustaker, that the West children were his brother's step-children, the censustaker only wrote 
down they were William's step-children, thereby confusing the issue. In the subsequent census' 
lisitng Jesse, Virgil and Fred are back in their parent's household.

In order to ascertain her death date and burial location, it appears local newspapers should be 
consulted. Where she was buried leads us to two possibilities. If she wanted to be buried next to 
her first husband; Nathaniel Babel Reeves in the Reeves Family Farm Cemetery, then Allen would 
have had to take her back to Reeves Farm for the burial. By 1 890, she only had son; Geroge W. 
Reeves left alive and possibly 20-year-old daughter Mary ( REEVES), if she lived, whom may 
have already been married by now and George was married and had moved into St. Louis by 

1890. 

However, Sarah had four children with Allen and they may have all still been living by 1890, so her 
youngest was Walter Scott Carter who would have been maybe less than a year old by the time 
Sarah had died. In fact, his birth may have had complications, which induced Sarah's death. 
Therefore, until some of these armchair genealogists get off their duffs and go look at these 
newspapers we really don't know when she died or where she was buried.

(LYNCH) Carter family. Flowever, Allen's brother; William McKInely & Cynthia Ellen 
(BURGESS) Carter family in the 1 900 census lists both these boys as their children. Other 
than the fact they list Virgil as a female it appears cut and dried that these boys belong to the 
William Carter family. Flowever, in the 1910 census of Allen & Margaret's family both boys are 
now listed as their children and they are not listed in the 1 910 census of William and his 
2nd wife; Nancy Jane (STROUP) Carter's family. To make matters worse, in our attempt to 
identify these boys' parentage, in the 1 900 census they state their father was born in Tennessee, 
which is where William McKinley Carter was born. Flowever, in the 1910 census they state their 
father was born in Georgia, which is where Allen Carter was born.

school, decided to compile a book of the people and ancestors of those who have lived in 
Crawford County since the early 1800's. 

This endeaver took several years and by writing to people, researching census and marriage 
records, John was able to published his work in 1970. This book is known as " Forest Hills 
and Vicinity ". Much of the information was obtained from living descendants of those who 
have gone on before us, and regrettably from memory only. This lends the information to error 
and the book is full of errors. 

Some years later he came out with an index and corections however, I would caution the reader 
to validate the information found within its pages and use the data as a foundation to begin 
legitamate research. 

When I talked to John in the 1980's, he informed me that all the copies had been sold so I had to 
borrow a copy of the book and copied all 448 pages on a copy machine. Since then the book is 
out of print and hard to find. 

It is with great trepidation that I repeat the following information, however, it does concern Mary 

E. (CARTER). 

On pages 349-351 of Mr. McCormick's book, he reports on the Valentine S. Carter family and 
states the following: 

"V. Mary, (dates unknown) married (1) a Hansel, probably a son of Henry Hansel of New Rock; 
(2) a Phillips." 

The "V" represents the fifth child in order of his book. If she married a second time it could have 
been at the time she was staying with her son in Tarrant Co., Texas and John W. Hansel was 
living in Marlow, Stephens Co., Oklahoma. This would have been between 1910 and before her 
death in 1917. However, I find this unlikely. 

Or, a more likely scenario, she married briefly between the 1860 census date where she was 18 
and the date of 28 Jan 1 869 at the age of 27 when she married John W. Hansel. Since, she 
married John W. Hansel in Crawford County, checking the marriage records of Crawford County 
between 1860-1869 I found not record of a previous marriage. 

However, the surrounding counties should be checked. She failed to list a previous marriage in 
the 1900 census where it asks how many marriages you have had. If she did marry a "Phillips" 
then maybe he died during the Civil War. 

In any case, the originatior of the information to John McCormick on Mary's "Phillips" marriage, 
is not given and we can't prove or disaprove at this point if she was previously married.

TRIBUTE TO 
ALFRED CAMPBELL 



Alfred Campbell was born to Joshua and Sarah Campbell on February 3, 1873. We can 
remember nothing of importance being told us of his life until he was four years old. Early in the 
spring of 1877 his parents moved from Missouri to the State of Oregon, making the trip according 
to the custom of the times by covered wagons. His mother drove a wagon pulled by oxen with a 
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two year old son on her lap and Alfred, four years of age, sitting by her side. This trip was made 
in about four months. Two of the older boys would ride ahead and dig shallow wells for water 
where there were no springs. 

Sarah, his mother, died when Alfred was about 12 years old and he left home soon after this, 
making his way by working the harvest fields. We will always remember the tales he told us as 
young children of these years of carrying his bed roll from job to job sleeping out on the haystacks 
or in the barns. 

He must have been around the age of 32 when he returned to Missouri to visit a sister and he 
became acquainted with Rebecca Zumwalt. He returned to Oregon and they corresponded and 
in December 1906 he returned to Missouri where they were married and then they left for Oregon 
where they settled and began their life together. 

Alfred went into a partnership with a Mr. Ruther in the Harvesting business, having a combine 
and a thresher of the horse-drawn type. Their home was in the little town of Helix which was near 
the famous rodeo town of Pendleton. During the harvesting season, Rebecca, his wife, took the 
job of the cook. Then they had what was called the cookwagon or house. While they lived in 
Helix, three boys were born to them, Otis, Bennie, and Donald. 

Sometime during the year of 1912, they returned to Missouri by train. They bought a farm 
about one and one-half miles south of Richland now owned by Ralph Zumwalt. While living on this 
place a daughter, Letha, was born to them. In the spring of 1914, they bought the farm known as 
the Colter place, three miles south of Richland. On this place their last child, Harold, was born. 

This was truly their home, of which they were both very fond. They remained there the rest of their 
days togeth er. As they grew too old to work the farm, they sold the place to their daughter and 
built a small rock house for their home. After Rebecca passed away, Alfred moved into Richland 
for the few months he lived. 

As I think back over these facts, I wonder what my life would have been had I been on my own 
from the age of 14 years instead of living under the loving care of parents. I have memories of his 
caring and thoughtfulness to babies and to young animals, especially young horses. Oh how he 
loved to work with young horses, either breaking them to work or to ride. The memory of his 
perfect health is to be mentioned. I can never remember anything beyond a headache troubling 
him. How grateful we should be his life ended as he had desired — no helplessness, no 

lingering, no suffering, or no one having to wait on him as a bed patient just a sudden 

stopping of his heart. He only lived six months after his loving wife had died. 

This is not to be finished without a tribute of praise to his wonderful wife and mother of his 
children, Rebecca. They had celebrated 50 years of marriage just prior to her death. We can not 
imagine what his life or ours, might have been without such a steady hand and wise counsel as 
was hers.

Carter. To the novice, this "splitting" of the family may have indicated that the West and Carter 
children living with William and Cynthia were actually theirs.

Other 
than the fact they list Virgil as a female it appears cut and dried that these boys belong to the 
William Carter family.

You might notice there are several children missing from this Allen Carter family in the 1 900 
census. Apparently, all of Allen's previous children and all of Margaret's previous children weere 
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too many for their household to manage. Margaret's children from her marriage to James West 
namely, William Lloyd West, Cora Matilda ( WEST) and Bertha M. (WEST) were all living 
with Allen's brother; William McKinley & Cynthia Ellen ( BURGESS) Carter family as was 
Allen and Margaret's mutual children; Jesse Valentine Carter, Virgil Epperson Carter and 
Frederick Calvin Carter. To the novice, this "splitting" of the family may have indicated that the 
West and Carter children living with William and Cynthia were actually theirs.

No matter how 
hard I tried, I could not get a marriage link on ancestry.com for Davis-Wallace, Davis-Carter, 
Wallace-Carter or any variations. This is due to the poor Marriage records found online. Almost 
on the brink of giving up, something told me to check my database for a duplicate and low and 
behold there was an Alice Meleta ( DAVIS) with dates and a full set of vitals already in my 
computer. I didn't remember putting that information in and because the locations were not fully 
developed, indicated I had transferred that information into my computer from somewhere else. 

It turns out she is the daughter; of William Thomas & Margaret Isabel "Belle" ( CARTER) Davis 
family who left the area for California and Oregon in the 1920's. If Margaret Isabel "Belle" 
(CARTER) sounds famliar, then you are right, she is the daughter of Fred's father; Allen and 
his first wife; Narcissa (CARTER) {FAG# 95436825} daughter of Rev. Marcus E. {FAG# 
57391724} & Susanna "Sally" Marena (CARTER) {FAG# 57391823} Carter. 

[Incidently, for those of you who are confused as to the parents of Rev. Valentine Sevier Carter, 
after many years of research, I am convinced that Rev. Marcus E. Carter is Valentine's uncle. See 
the report " The Three Reverends...and the Lady ".] 

When I checked the temple records of New Family Search, I discoverd the source of my 
information concerning Alice Meletie ( DAVIS) and her family. However, a problem started to 
develope comcerning my verification process. When I get information from any source, I always 
try to verify the data. They had shown Alice Meleta ( DAVIS) had married a Christian "Christ" 
Henry Kreftmeyer in 1914 and I found verifcation on ancestry.com. 

Now, the Forest Hills book said that Fred Carter had married Alice Meletie ( DAVIS) before he 
married Elsie (SI MM ERL Y) in 191 8. This means with a birth date of 1 9 March 1 898 for Alice, 
she could have been married between 1910-1914 to Fred. However, the Forest Hills book also 
said she had married first a man by the name of Wallace. Not much room between the 1910 
census where she is listed with her parents and the 1914 marriage date to Chris Kreftmeyer. 

Since she married Kreftmeyer in Hermann, Missouri then maybe she married Wallace and 

Fred Carter also in Gasconade County. I would check Franklin and Gascoande Counties for 
these marriages between 1910-1914. 

Alice and Chris had 3 children and moved to California by 1922. She supposedly died on 2 
March 1978 in Susanville, Lassen, California, United States. Her spouse; Chris Kreftmeyer died 
in December 1967 at Oakland, Douglas, Oregon, United States. Fred Carter died 7 March 1967 
in Bourbon, so it doesn't look like Alice came back to Missouri and married Fred after the 1940 
census unless she and Chris Kreftmeyer were divorced. Not knowing where these people are 
buired presents a hardship in trying to locate and track their trails. 

In summary, if the data from the Forest Hills book is correct, and if the temple records from New

Research Note 

Seems to be a discrepancy in identifying the parents of brother's; Virgil Epperson and 
Frederick Calvin Carter. 

If you notice in the 1900 census Virgil and Fred are not listed with the Allen and Margaret 
Ann (LYNCH) Carter family. However, Allen's brother; William McKInely & Cynthia Ellen 
(BURGESS) Carter family in the 1 900 census lists both these boys as their children. Other 
than the fact they list Virgil as a female it appears cut and dried that these boys belong to the 
William Carter family. However, in the 1910 census of Allen & Margaret's family; both boys are 
now listed as their children and they are not listed in the 1 910 census of William and his 
2nd wife; Nancy Jane (STROUP) Carter's family. To make matters worse, in our attempt to 
identify these boys' parentage, in the 1900 census, they state their father was born in 
Tennessee, which is where William McKinley Carter was born. However, in the 1 91 0 census, 
they state their father was born in Georgia, which is where Allen Carter was born. Therefore, 
without seeing the death or delayed birth certificates, we really can't identify their parents.

You might notice there are several children missing from the 1900 census. Apparently, all of 
Allen's previous children and all of Margaret's previous children were too many for their 
household to manage. Margaret's children from her marriage to James West namely, William 
Lloyd West, Cora Matilda (WEST) and Bertha M. (WEST) were all living with Allen's 
brother; William McKinley & Cynthia Ellen ( BURGESS) Carter family as was Allen and 
Margaret's mutual children; Jesse Valentine Carter, Virgil Epperson Carter and Frederick 
Calvin Carter. To the novice, this "splitting" of the family may have indicated that the West and 
Carter children living with William and Cynthia were actually theirs. Even though William told the 
censustaker, that the West children were his brother's step-children, the censustaker only wrote 
down they were William's step-children, thereby confusing the issue. In the subsequent census' 
lisitng Jesse, Virgil and Fred are back in their parent's household.

Strange thing about his marriage. ..according to the book, "" History of Forest Hill and 
Vicinity " by John Steele McCormick© 1970 page 349 states the following under the 
heading of Children of Allen & Margaret (Lynch) Carter..." 10. Fred b. Mar 9. 1897 d. Mar 7, 
1967, married Meletie Alice (Davis) Wallace (2) M. Elsie (Simmerly), one child Viola ." 

I found what happened to Elsie M. (SIMMERLY) and her 3 husbands but trying to discover 
who this Meletie Alice (DAVIS) Wallace was took me over 4 hours of non-stop research. I 
guess if I had a faster computer it wouldn't take me so long. 

The breakthrough came when I discovered she maybe the daughter in the 1900 census of 
Brush Creek Twp, Gasconade, Missouri, United States of a William and Margaret Davis. No 
matter how hard I tried, I could not get a marriage link for Davis-Wallace, Davis-Carter, 
Wallace-Carter or any variations. This is due to the poor Marriage records found online. Almost 
on the brink of giving up, something told me to check my database for a duplicate and low and 
behold there was an Alice Meleta ( DAVIS) with dates and a full set of vitals already in my 
computer. I didn't remember putting that information in and because the locations were not fully 
developed, indicated I had transferred that information into my computer from somewhere else. 

It turns out she is the daughter; of William Thomas & Margaret Isabel "Belle" ( CARTER) 

Davis family who left the area for California and Oregon in the 1920's. If Margaret Isabel 
"Belle" (CARTER) sounds famliar, then you are right, she is the daughter of Fred's father; 

Allen and his first wife; Narcissa ( CARTER) {FAG# 95436825} daughter of Rev. Marcus E. 
{FAG# 57391724} & Susanna "Sally" Marena ( CARTER) {FAG# 57391 823} Carter. 

[Incidently, for those of you who are confused as to the parents of Rev. Valentine Sevier Carter, 
after many years of research, I am convinced that Rev. Marcus E. Carter is Valentine's uncle. 
See the report " The Three Reverends...and the Lady ".] 

When I checked the temple records of New Family Search, I discoverd the source of my 
information concerning Alice Meletie ( DAVIS) and her family. However, a problem started 
to develope comcerning my verification process. When I get information from any source, I 
always try to verify the data. They had shown Alice Meleta ( DAVIS) had married a Christian 
"Christ" Henry Kreftmeyer in 1914 and I found verifcation on ancestry.com. 

Now, the Forest Hills book said that Fred Carter had married Alice Meletie ( DAVIS) before 
he married Elsie (SIMMERLY) in 1918. This means with a birth date of 19 March 1898 for 
Alice, she could have been married between 1910-1914 to Fred. However, the Forest Hills 
book also said she had married a man by the name of Wallace. Not much room between the 
1910 census where she is listed with her parents and the 1914 marriage date to Chris 
Kreftmeyer. Since she married Kreftmeyer in Hermann, Missouri then maybe she married 

Wallace and Fred Carter also in Gasconade County. I would check Franklin and 

Gascoande Counties for these marriages between 1910-1914. 

Alice and Chris had 3 children and moved to California by 1922. She supposedly died on 2 
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March 1978 in Susanville, Lassen, California, United States. Her spouse; Chris Kreftmeyer 
died in December 1967 at Oakland, Douglas, Oregon, United States. Fred Carter died 7 
March 1 967 in Bourbon, so it doesn't look like Alice came back to Missouri and married Fred 
after the 1940 census unless she and Chris Kreftmeyer were divorced. Not knowing where 
these people are buired presents a hardship in trying to locate and track their trails. 

In summary, if the data from the Forest Hills book is correct, and if the temple records from 
New Family Search are correct, then Alice Meletie ( DAVIS) after the 1910 census date, 

married a Wallace, then Fred Carter before she married Chris Kreftmeyer in 1914. 

She and Kreftmeyer moved to California before 1922 and then both died in California and 
Oregon respectively. Only by investigating the marriage books and the newspapers between 
1910-1914 in Franklin, Gasconade and Crawford Counties might we discover the truth and put 
this mystery behind us.

Mary is the mother of Elizabeth L. ( BARTON) whom married Robert "Bob" B. Gibson 
in 1924-1925. Not only is her daughter Elizabeth living with her, but Elizabeth's husband Robert

At the age of 19, Mr. Pratt embarked on a career in law enforcement. This 
experience gave him training in detective and investigative skills. Little did Mr. Pratt 
know, how useful these skills would be in the field of genealogy. 

Floyd started his family research career in 1975 after becoming a member of 
the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints. His first calling as a new member 
was to serve in the newly created genealogical department or known today as the 
Family History Center in the Springfield, Missouri ward. This two-year calling gave 
Mr. Pratt a tremendous amount of experience helping others to research their 
families. 

In fact, he felt family research came easy and required little effort on his part. In reality, years of 
reading and studying increased his expertise and he made it look easy to others. Over the course of 
several years, Mr. Pratt was asked by his church to instruct several family history courses. This 
experience established a deep profound love for family and ancestors. It was not uncommon for Mr. 
Pratt to spend 4 to 8 hours a day researching and compiling family histories in addition to his duties, 
as an entrepreneur in the insurance business. 

The first major achievement for Mr. Pratt was a breakthrough on his Pratt family back to the early 
1800’s. Due to confusion with Pratt ancestors and not satisfied with just the direct line research, Mr. 
Pratt branched out to research all connected lines and allied families. 

This dedication led to 50,000 individuals in his database and has achieved expert status for Mr. 
Pratt on the families of middle and eastern Missouri, eastern and western Tennessee and central 
North Carolina. 




Concerning Mr. Pratt’s style of research, he is a strong supporter of the “hands on” approach. 
When he took family vacations, they usually went to libraries, cemeteries, courthouses, National 
Archive centers, and visited family members in various states. He attended family reunions and 
obtained his material from the actual sources when possible.

The first three Volumes were released to the public in 1991 and were issued to 18 different 
libraries including the Library of Congress and the St. Louis Public Library. The next 1 1 volumes were 
sent to the Salt Lake Genealogical Library with 60 volumes scheduled for publication.

Mr. Pratt’s ability in family history research has amazed many experienced researchers. When Mr. 
Pratt is asked for help concerning their “brick wall” in their family research, his quick wit and logical 
mind rapid fires instructions and procedures so fast they cannot write the material quickly enough. 
Little do they realize, this knowledge has been acquired over 40 years of research. 

In June of 2000, Mr. Pratt undertook a new and unprecedented task. Outside of Washington, Saint 
John’s Township, Franklin County, Missouri is an old cemetery called the Johnson-Caldwell 
Cemetery aka; misnamed the McAllister Cemetery.

Obtaining newspapers, legal documents, talking to ancestors and researching various sources for 
any and all information concerning the history of the cemetery and the inhabitants produced this 
master text. 

What makes this book unique is based on several factors. First, it is the only book to report on 
each inhabitant, their birth and activities throughout their life until their death, including their 
ancestors, spouses and children. Second, this book contains a unique index, listing the individual and 
their father’s name if known. This is extremely helpful when several individuals have the same given 
name. 

Upon examination, professional researchers have hailed this body of work as a masterpiece and a 
standard in which all future research should be based. No one has ever produced a body of work as 
unique and professional as this publication. 

As the years moved on, Mr. Pratt became concerned about his 40 years of hard research work of 
various family histories. After a serious heart attack in 2012, Mr. Pratt decided to post his collective 
bodies of work on a website making them available to all interested researchers without 
compensation.
